When they tlnally arrived and 
were ceated In the little room Munzer 
suddenly drew 
two 
revolvers 
and 


without warning fired eight shots at 
the men nnd women before him. 


When the smoke lifted, three mem- 


bers of the company were on the floor, 
wounded. They are:

Bert Havcrly. shot through the chin, 


the bullet ranging downward and pass- 
ing through the neck: 
bullet not 


found; 
condition serious. 


Mrs. Hert llaverly. shot In left side.

LITTAUER OPINION IS 


READY_FOR PRESIDENT 


Attorney General Knox Awaits 
Mr. 


Roosevelt's Sanction Before Send- 


ing It to War Department.

23.—Attorney 


General Knox now 1ms under consid- 
eration an opinion, prepared at the de- 
partment of Justice, In regard to tlie 
alleged connection of Representative 
L-lttauer with the contracts of the 
quartermaster's 
department of

army for gloves nnd gauntlets award- 
ed to Edmund Lyon several years ago. 


The papers In this case were sent 


to the department of Justice |,y Sorco- 
tary Root several months ago,'and the 
olllclals there Immoillntely began a re- 
view of the papers, based upon Sec- 
retary Hoofs opinion that n prlmn 
facie cnse hud been established. 


Secretary Hoot explained at the time 


of sending the papers that it was for 
the attorney general 
to determine 


what steps, If any. should bo taken 
against the contractors and Represent- 
atlve Llttnuer. Me also asked the at- 
:orney general for an opinion as to 
the duty of the war department under 
he statute requiring a demand to bo 
made upon the contractors for the re- 
payment to the government of nil the 
money paid on contracts where it was 
shown that a member of congress was 
ntorested. 


The opinion prepared In the depart- 


nent of Justice was sent to Attorney 
General Knox some days ago. It Is 
"lellcved that before sending It to tho 
rar department he will confer with 
'resident Roosevelt and make him 
cqimlntiMl with the result of his ex- 
initiation of the papers.

The apparent cause for Munzcr's 


act was a suit for $300 back salary, 
begun by Mr. nnd Mrs Bert llaverly 
and Mr. and Mrs. George Harris, the 
company having beep, on the road for 
several weeks and doing n poor busi- 
ness. 


When the company arrived at Mun- 


zer's room he closed the door, and, 
after a little preliminary talk, i/tilled 
two revolvers from his pockets and 
pointed them nt the crowd. 


Bert Haverly thought that Munzer 


was rehearsing n part of the plav nnd 
began to laugh, but Munzer. with his 
fingers on the trigger of each gun. 
was seen to press 1*0111 


Manager Is Overpowered. 


Just before he began to shoot Mun- 


ter told them that he was tired of 
the manner they had 
been 
acting 


towards him, and that he was tired of 
the whole business. In the next. In 
slant ono shot after another, eight In 
all, were fired at the group, who were 
closely huddled together. The room 
Is a small one, and there were Insufll- 
clent chairs for them, so they wero 
sitting on the bed and trunks. 


Charles Clark, the stage carpenter, 


bad been sent In search of several 
members of tho company who had not 
arrived with the others, and entered 
the room Just as Munzer llrcd tho 
eighth shot. Munzer started to escape, 
but Clark Jumped upon him and threw 
him to the Moor. 


Munznr, when asked what caused 


him to do the shooting, refused to say, 
but said that if he had one more bul- 
let he would put it Into his brain and 
end it all. 


The Injuries of two of the wounded 


are not serious. 
Haverly Is hurt the 


•worst, for the bullet enteri* the chin, 
and could not be taken nut. The life 
of ils wife was saved by a stay In her 
corset, which prevented a bullet from 
entering the abdomen. It was deflect- 
ed by the steel. 
Austin Longfellow, 


who lost the tip of n finger, will be 
"marked for life." 


At the hospital It was found that 


Haverly may be seriously 
Injured. 


The bullet entered his chin, ranged 
downward a? ' passed out through tho 
neck just below the thyroid cartilage, 
or "Adam's apple."

First, that the expens- 
es of the order are raise,| by a sep 
arato fund, so as to be always under 
the control of the members, and sec- 
ond, that tho annual payments are 
divided Into twelve parts, one to he 
collected every month, and In place 
of declaring a dividend, one or more 
monthly 
payments will be omitted 


whenever not needed to pay 
the 
losses In full.
